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ABOUT THE PERFORMERS 

Conductor Lee Knier directs the Salisbury “Pops” Concert Band at Salisbury University, where 
he also teaches courses in music education and applied brass lessons. A graduate of both Temple 
and Arcadia universities, he earned degrees in music education and performance with 
concentrations in trombone and conducting. In addition to teaching music in public schools for 
30 years in Pennsylvania and New Jersey, he also served as assistant director of bands at Temple 
University, assistant conductor of the New Jersey Youth Orchestra and interim director of the 
Salisbury Symphony Orchestra. Knier has performed regularly as a trombonist with the 
Mid-Atlantic Symphony Orchestra, St. Peter-by-the-Sea Orchestra, Metro Lyric Opera Orchestra and 
the Brookdale Big Band. He toured with the Glenn Miller Orchestra dir ected by Buddy DeFranco and 
the Nelson Riddle Orchestra. He enjoys playing locally with the Backiin Banjo Band. 


Glenn Luedtke began his musical career as a percussionist. While studying at the Peabody 
Conservatory, he joined the Baltimore Symphony Orchestra where he performed until becoming a 
member of the United States Army Band (“Pershing’s Own”) in Washington, D.C. While in the 
Army Band he performed with the Concert and Ceremonial Bands, Herald Trumpets, Orchestra 
and Chamber Singers, retiring as a Sergeant Major following more than 20 years of service. 

A nationally registered paramedic, Luedtke recently retired as director of Sussex County EMS. 

A resident of Rehobeth Beach, DE, Luedtke joined the Salisbury University Band in 2001. 


Classical guitarist Danielle Gumming is well known as a performer and teacher. Her 
performances have been broadcast in the United States and in Canada on national television and 
radio. In addition to giving recitals in North America and Europe, Cumming has served on 
international guitar competition juries and is in high demand for her skill as a teacher in master 
class settings. As such, she is regularly featured at festivals in Canada and Germany. After a year of 
study in Spain, Cumming released her solo CD, postcards, a recording of 20th century repertoire 
with world music influences. She is in the planning stages of her next CD (to be released in 2015), 
which focuses on music Cumming commissioned over the past few years. Cumming holds a 
doctorate in performance from McGill University and a masters in performance from the 
University of Toronto, where she studied with the renowned guitarist, Norbert Kraft. Cumming is 
also a certified yoga instructor, and has created and taught yoga programs to help musicians 
prevent injuries and handle performance anxiety.
